By State Fed 


The Central Labor Council this 
week delegated Secretary Robert 
S. Ash and Paul L. Jones, Labor- 
ers 304, to attend a legislative con- 
ference called by the State Federa- 
tion of Labor for Friday, February 
20, in San Francisco. 

Both Ash and Jones are State 
Federation vice-presidents. 

The legislative conference con- 
venes just four days before the 
second 1953 session of the Legisla- 
ture assembles in Sacramento. 

It was emphasized in a letter 
from State Federation Secretary 
C. J. Haggerty that now, before the 
Legislature reconvenes, is the time 
to see Assemblymen and Senators 
and discuss labor’s attitude toward 
pending legislation. 

Secretary Ash said that labor 
people who are registered Repub- 
licans were visiting Republican 
members of the Legislature and 
emphasizing the fact that if the 
Republican Party wishes to retain 
what foothold it has in labor cir- 
cles, it should avoid anti-labor leg- 
islation.
